THE FIRST MINING ON THB COM- 


STOCK. 


Dick OgJen, an early Oomatock 


miner, has been making a speech 
before the New York Bullion Club. 
Be 
revived 
some 
reminiscences 


that are worth reproducing. The 
Graphic reports him as follows: 


He had been connected with the 


Comstock ininea, having organized 
the Ophir Company and taken oat 
the first ore ever taken from the 
mine. The first thirty tons brought 
to San Francisco was literal!; an 
elephant on the hands of the com- 
pany, as they had no means of ascer- 
taining its value and working it. A 
few gentlemen from Freiburg, Ger- 
many, showed themselves willing to 
smelt the ore. 
They had some assays 


which pave at the rate of 5,000 to the 
ton, bat the company got only 1.500 
a ton for ore worth 5.000. Tbat 
was tho beginning in fact of all min- 
ing ou the Comstock 
lode. The 


company's stock consisted of twelve 
shares at 300 each. The ore was 
peddled from Dan to Beersheba. 
Tho mine paid very largely, and, bad 
the same economy been practiced 
which is now in vogue, it would have 
proved even more valuable. This 
itpplies also to the early history ol 
the other 
Comstock 
mines. 
The 


gold was literally thrown away. 
Not more than from 40 to 50 per cent 
of the ore wna realized. Among the 
luxuries at the Gould & Curry mine 
was a duck pond that coal 10,000. 
lu it were three miserable ducks. 
A mill was erected at great cost, ll 
proved worthless and hud to 
be 


pulled down. The mines were really 
exhausted and wasted before they 
learnod how to work them. People 
are glad now, the speaker continued, 
to get mines wlncli then were looked 
upon us worthless.

boiler iron suitably put down and jointed to- 
gether and the whole to be neatly finished with 
R hard white coat inside and out, and with pro- 
per ornamental cornices.
